ance on the grounds in the afternoon 
was over 1,500, comprising hundreds 
from the country and two train loads 
of excursionists from Edmonton and 
Strathcona, The wet weather of the 
previous two days suspended haying 
operations in the country and foreed 
» holiday upon the busy farmers. The 
weather for the fair was bright and 
clear and the new grounds, eovered 
with the tough natural grass of the 
virgin prairie, afforded splendid facil- 
ities for the conduct of the various 
athletic racing and stock judging 
events, and at the same time a splen

Fine New Feir Grounds, 

The new fair grounds are 24 acres 
in extent and have been acquired by 
the agricultural society and town only 
a few weeks since, but with compara- 
tively small expense they can be 
fitted up to form a reereation and ex 
hibition park second to none in Al- 
berta. ’

visitors in the program, whieh was 
described by one of the prominent 
guests of the directors as “a program 
affording a prodigality of fun and 
wholesome recreation,”’ 

Exhibits Were Good, 

The genera) quality of the exhibits 
in each department was up to the 
high standard the people of Alberta 
set before them. In the horses and 
cattle some creditable animals took 
the ring, Mr. Bryce Wright, of De 
Winton, judged the horses and Mr, 
W. R. Winslow, of Lacombe, the 
cattle, sheep and swine. Mr. Wright, 
who has been identified with the live 
stock interests of Albert for 20 years, 
in a few general remarks to visitors 
at the show ring, said that in no part 
of Canada was such steady improve- 
ment in breeding horses being made 
as in Alberta. The conditions here 
were such as to produce individuals 
of strong lung power and vigorous di 


gestion, }wo essentials in equines of 
quality aha substance,

off the greatest number of prizes, es- 
pecially in,the light horse class, while 
the red ribboner in the cattle exhibits

OF CASA BLANCA 


Fuller Datails of Attack. 2,000 
Natives Killed in Engag 
ment. 


Tangier, Atg. 9.—Vurther particulars 
of the bombardment of Casa Blanca 
show that when Admiral Philihert’s 
squadron arrived off that port the ar- 
morea cruisers Conde and Gloire bomb- 
arded the outskirts of the city while the 
Jeanne D’Are shelled the Arabs here. 
As soon as the foreign legion landed the 
gates wore battered down ,the soldiers 
took possession of the ramparts and the 
streets were cleared by the infantry, 
with the use of rapid fire guns. The 
Du Chayla before sailing for Mazagar 
asked for some troops to land there but 
Admiral Philibert declined saying 
he was unable to spare them 
He sent the Aube to reinforce the Du 
Chayla, The French warships Conde 
and Gililee are at Rabat and the Du 
Chapla is still at Magazan, 


2,000 Moors Killed. 

Paris, Aug. 9.--Admiral Philibert re- 
ports to Marine Minister Thompson that 
on August 7th, the Du Chayla lost five 
men killed, and adds that there were 
also a number of killed and wounded 
among the Spanish forces. The Muoor- 

ish losses on account of the cross fire 
of the Galilee and VPorbin were large. 

The camp material and soldiers were de- 

barked at night by the aid of search 
lights of the warships. Special despatch- 
from Tangier estimate the Moors 
losses in the 49 hours’ fighting at from 
1,860 to 2,000.

Consumption of ' Tobacco is 
Largely on the Increase in 
the Dominion. 


Ottuwa, Aug. 8.—-Returns on the con- 


sumption of tobacco in Canada for the 
30th 
show an increase of nearly one-third in 
the number of cigarettes, while the con- 
sumption of cigars has remained prac- 


twelve months ending June last, 


tically the same as compared with the 
fiscal year 1905-06. 

Yor the twelve 
last the total number of cigarettes en- 
tered for consumption in Canada was 
331,972,137, as compared with 269,384,937 
for the corresponding period of 1905-06, 


months ending June 


an increase of nearly one third. Tu 1904 
the number of cigarettes entered for con- 
sumption was 250, 660, 387 and ten years 


ago it was only 93,798,000. The consump- 
tion of cigarettes for the twelve months 
ending June 30th last was 198,816,575, 
practically the same as for the preced. 
ing twelve months. 

Cigars made from Canadian tobacco 
numbered 2,826,721 as cotnpared with 3,- 
172,466 for the fiseal year 1905-06. The 
total consumption of tobaeeo of all 


kinds for the twelve months is estimat- 
ed at 2,953 Ibs per head of the popu- 
lation, the largest on record, In. re- 
gard to spirituous liquor the consump- 
tion of beer shows the largest increase. |

Cleveland, Obio, Aug. 9.—oJbn 
Rockefeller, discussing the 
speech of Judge Grosseup, in which 
the latter declared that the wealth 
of the country is so widely distribut- 
ed that it is really in the hands of 
the moderately well-to-do, to-day 
said: 

“They can hardly Judge 
Grosscup of partiality to corporatuons 
or railroads, He has shown very 
well, indeed, how widespread is the 
damage resulting from the speculation 
upon the prejudice against the coun- 
try’s transportation, The same ap- 
plies to the attacks on other lines ot 
industry. It is worse than thought- 
less to say offhand that the wealth 
and the industries of the country are 
in the hands ef a few rich men, who 
will alone suffer. There is a divect 
loss to thousands of frugal people 
who have invested small savings in 
these enterprises, and the indirect 
effect reaches still other thousands 
who depend, in one waay or another, 
upon the success of every industry, 

He Is Ordinary Invester. 

“The business of the company is 
interwoyen untu it is something lke 
the circulation of the blood in the 
body. An injury or an operation at 
one point shocks and weakens the 
whole,” 

“Referring to the financial situa- 
tion, Mr, Kockefeller said; “Who 1s 
more interested in the material pros- 
perity of this country than I?

Eastern Canada Looks Askance at Emigration of Her Young Men to 
the West—The “Canadian Courier” Says Protest is Useless—in-.

away from them. New Brunswic 
haa decided to make a systematic ef- 
fott to keep her young men at home, 
instead of permitting them to be ured 
off by the siren song of the west. They 
have good vacant lands of their own 
in this square little province by the 
sea; and they ftiake a very @onsider- 
able effort to persiiade thé Immigrarit 
from Kurope nut to pass them by, But 
héw much worse is it, they reason, 
that their own sons should overlook 
the advantages of séttling on their 
own colonization lands near home, 
rather than venture into the far west, 
where Doukholor pilgrims may dis- 
tract their attention from farming 
efations and the political “land grab- 
ber” may steal the meadow lot when 
tltey are Icoking the other way, And 
this is much more reasonable than 
the common attitude in Eastern On- 
tario which complains meanly' of the 
theft of the “hired man,” arid eannot 
understand why sensidle people will 
pass a land laughing with the harvest 
where they can work for an energetic 
and early rising farmer, in order to 
seek out a country where they can 
get their own land and ‘work fer 
themselves, 

The lure of thé west is independ. 
ence, It is not so much that they 
grow good wheat out there very ensily 
and very abundantly, Our ambitious 
young fellows might not leave the 
comtorts and companionships and 
educational advanteges of the east for 
a few bushels more of wheat. But 


‘this ability to grow wheat iu paying 


quantities is one of the props of that 
independence which we all covet. 
Then a man may hope to own his 
farm in the west when he possibly 
might be allowed to rent one or pos- 
sibly work on another man’s farnr 
here. He becomes a citizen standing 
on his firmly set two feet in the west, 
when he would be nothing more than 
a dependent—a hireling—lere. That 
is the star attraction. The ‘Home 
Seekers’ who journey to the prairies 
are not more sordid than the rest of 
us. They are no readier to sell our 
civilization for a handful of dollars. 
But either they see less chance than 
we do of securing independence in 


the East, or else the¥ have more 
courage As for the colonization 


lands of the Eastern Provinces, they 
lack chiefly the atttfaction of a big 
success. 

People who are independent in the 
east sometimes are. drawn by the talk 
of “hig money” to the west, go there, 
look over the country, and soon re- 
tuin. It is not that they find the 
talk exaggerated, but that they dis- 
eover that this “big money” has to 
be purchased by the sacrifice of many 
good things in life which can only 
be found in an older and more thick- 
ly settled community. Being inde. 
pendent here, they decide that the 
game of “ big money’ is not worth 
the candle. But the man to whom

hook, @ book which lies before me this 
morning, says a writer in the Man- 
chester Sunday Chronicle. It is not 4 
novel this time; not a work of art, that 
is. 1 should hesitate to call it a work 
of | sithpnage for it Tacks ‘the high 
imaginative quality without which lit- 
eratare cannot be. It is a longish and 
most serious’ Study, full of facts and 
figures atid deductions therefrom of tho 
social, pédlitical and economic condi- 
tions of the United States of America; 
and although it is serious, well thought 
out, afid closely reasonéd, it has ob- 
viously been written at high pressure 
and at whith heat, as it were. It be- 
gins and ends with a prophecy, and the 
orbikaty with which it begins and ends 
is this: 

“That there will be an industrial and 
theréfore a social revolution in the 
United States in the year 1912, or 
thereabouts.”” 

' A Thrice-bold Prophet. 

Tie is always a bold map who von- 
tures to prophe’y; but the prophet 1s 
thrice bold who. fixes a date for’ the fal- 
filment of his prediction, because ae 
knows that if the thing he foretold 
does not happen at the time he assigned 
for its happening, there will bé an 
énd of his répttation as a seer. To do 
"Mr. Sinclair justice, he does not claim 
as most prophets do, to have any spe- 
cial inspiration from above or below 
or even to have any unique gift of pro- 
visional intuition. He bases his dis- 
turbing forecast on a study of history 
and on a close observation of things as 
they were and‘as they are. And thus 
far he is on the right road. For $f 
you know enough of things as they 
were and as they are, you need not be 
a heaven-born genius, but only just an 
ordinasily intelligent person, to be able 
to predict what they will be. “If you 
know enough”-there’s the rub, 

Mr, Sinclair thinks that he does know 
enough, Some years ago, he tells us, 
he nfade x thorough and minute study 
of the phenomena which preceded the 
dutbreak of the Civil War in his own 
country, He read everything that was 
to be read on the subject, the speeches 
of the politicians, the pamphlets and 
articles in the newspapers, and the re- 
cords of all that was being done and 
being said, Thus he came to know 
more than any one could possibly have 
known who lived in the actual time 
and he says if any one then had 
known as much as he knows now, that 
person, would have been able to foresse 
the war as clearly and as certainly as 
he now foresees the revolution, 

The Art of Prophecy.

That is the rfiagie light on the 
western horizon, Liberty is stil! 
thank God !—the sweetest morsel that 
man can roll under his tongue, What 
men have always been willing to die 
for, it is not surprising that many 
should be willing to sever old asso 
ciations for and to deprive them 
‘selves of much that makes life full 
avid fruitful. It is better to be free 
amidst hardship than a slave amidst 
luxury; and the hardships of — the 
west are such as can be conquered 
with a ltaugh, while luxuries which 
ate open to those -who cannot “buy 
their liberty” in the east would not 
constitute 'w lery great temptation 
to the most sybaratic sovl. We hear 
a great deal about the robbery of the 
many by the tyranhical few who eon. 
trol “trusts,” and similar predatory 
institutions these days. But the peo- 
ple will stand @ lot of robbery which 
does not seem to impinge upon their 
liberty. Yet impinge upon their lib- 
erty it does; and when the people 
learn this, the privileges of these 
predatory combinations will not be 
worth a month’s purchase, 

As for those of us who propose to 
live on in Bastern Canada, jt natural 
ly annoys us to have people move 
west. who might stay here and im. 
prove the value of our real estate 
But we should remember that they 
are not leaving the country, They 
are still under our tariff ring fence. 
They will still bay our industrial 
products, and will probably be able 
to buy more of them because of their 
increased prosperity in the bountiful 
west, Then they will leaven that new 
population out there with Canadian. 
ism, We are always expressing our 
anxiety that there should be a large 
immigration thither from the British 
Isles in order to prevent the coming 
millions in the prairie provinces from 
being wholly alien to British institu- 
tions and British ideals. But it is 
quite as important that they should 
be Canadians og that they should be 
British. We do not want a popula- 
tion out there that will ignore East- 
ern Canada and look over our heads 
to the United Kingdom for their 
néxt-of-kin. That might produce some 
awkward results for us. So it is not 
good policy to grumble when our 
young families move to our own west 
in search of an independence which 
is denied them here—and it is, more. 
over, entirely useless, 


has learned it as one learns any other 
art—by. study, by hard work, but put- 
ting two and two together. 

The timé is coming, he thinks, and 
is now close upon America, when tho 
people of America will not have enough 
to live on, or rather. when they 
will not be able, to get enough 
t6 live on by working for it. And when 
people cannot get enough to live on by 
working for it, they set about getting 
it in some other way, There never 
was a time, Mr, Sinclair thinks, when a 
man could produce so much or. so 
many of the necessities and luxuries 
of life’ with so little expenditure of 
time and laber as now, and yet with 
the expenditure of all the time and la 
bor power they have, the maas of. the 
American people can barely get enough 
to live on. 

“With the best of machinery at the 
present day one man can produce wool- 
lens for three hundred people, One man 
can prodace boots and shoes for one 
thousand people. One man can pro- 
duce bread for two hundred people. Yet 
thousands eannot get woollens, boots and 
shoes, or bread,” 

Selling the Balance. 

Now, since everything has an ade- 
quate cause, there must be some ade- 
quate cause for this state of things. 
Mr. Sinclair most justly remarks, and 
he goes on to state what in his opinion 
is a good and sufficient cause: 

“The reason is,”’ he says, “that all the 
woollen matiufacturies, the boot and shoe 
and bread manufacturies, and all the 
suurees of the raw materials of these, 
and all the means of handling and dis- 
tributing them when they are manu 
factured, belong to private individuals 
instead of to the community as a whole 
And so, instead of the cotton spinne: 
the shoe operative and the bread maker 
having free access to them, to work each 
as long as he pleases, produce as much 
as he cares to, and exchange his pro- 
ducts for as much of the products of 
other workers as ne needs—each of theso 
workers can only get at the machines by 
the consent of another man, and then 
does not get what hc produces, but only 
a small fraction of it, and does not get 
that, except when the owner of the bal- 
ance can find some one with ney en 
ough to buy that balance ata profit 
to him.”’ 

It is the selling of the balance, you 
see, in Mr. Sinclair's view, that mat- 
ters. So long as the owner of the ma- 
chines—that is to say, the great trusts 
and combinations—can sell the balance 
the workmen will get something—not 
much, but something; but when he can’t 
sell the balance, then the workman will 
get nothing; and then ...

In order to produce profits on all this 
capital, which isn’t there, the United

This contingency does not seem to have 
occurred to Mr, Sinclair, but he is evi- 
dently of opinion that moral consider- 
ations would not have suffered to tell 
against it. ‘To use an American phrase 
he takes ‘‘no stock” in the moral quali- 
ties of American millionaires ; 

“"“As a matter of fact their attitude 
towards their work is purely predatory. 
They are not administrators of produc- 
tion, at all but parasites upon produc- 
tion, exploiters and wreckers. Far from 
striving f° regulate the madness of the 
public, they are competing among them- 
selves to fan it to a flame, so that 
they may capitalize the expectations of 
their own properties.” 

Riots and Gatling Guns. 

The beginning of the end, he thinks, 
will be marked and notified to the world 
by the turning out of work of a million 
working men, That will megan the loss 
of a home market, a market of five mil- 
lien people, a population equal to that

Manitoba Free Press Reviews Situation From Reports Secured 


From Correspondents. Country Points are not Laying in 
Adequate Supplies. Wood is Scarce and Dear. 


The question if an adequate fue 
supply is 6ne in which all of Wester 
Cana generally and Manitoba an 
Saskatehewan in particular is vitally 
interested, and already the public are 
manifesting anxiety concerning the 
situation with which they must cop 
during the coming winter. In vie 
of this general interest the Winnipe 
Free Presa has endeavored to prepare 
a reasonably comprehenstve review o1 
the actual position of affairs. 

It i evident from the facts present 
ed thereunder that the country as ¢ 
whole is face to face with a situation 
the seriousness of which will be ap 
parent upon careful perusal, Ther 
is litle probability of a fuel famine:

Galt Mines Supply. 

A, M. Nanton, managing direetor 
of the Galt mines, Lethbridge, was 
interviewed jin his office in Main 
street, Winnipeg, and said the output 
~ the mines wa 8700 tons a day. 
‘We have been doing,’’ he proceeded, 
“a lot of development work and the 
capacity will be considerably over 
1,000 tons. The only difficulty now 
is the scarcity of labor. Only a limit. 
ed amount of the coal comes into 
Winnipeg, The bulk goes to the 
western part of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, and is used largely 
for domestic purposes, We supply 
local customers with Pennsylvania 
coal, and I think local dealers will 
have no difficulty whatever in meet- 
ing the demaads of the public, pro- 
vided the publie will assist by tak- 
ing a large portion of their winter’s 
requirements during the summer 
months. Many are doing this, So 
far as the Galt coal is concerned, 
much of it is being stored at all the 
chief points in the west.’’
